rlvllcce Mlcht Be Usurped II Granted 
"fvllliout KedreflB on tbe Part ol the 
Town— Bill Hayes Speaks Ac^lDst Wo- 
man Suffrage. 


A hearing was held before the commit- 


ce on water supply at the state house yes- 
erclay. upon the petition of the City of 


tt'ell for leave to obtain additional wa- 


er supply from the town of Chebnsford 
tnd to take land for such purpose. There 
were present City Solicitor Hogan who 
:ondncted the case for the city, City En- 
gineer Bowers, Supt. Thomas of the water 
vorks, President Brciinaii and August 
'"ids of the water board. 


The hearing was opened hy City Solici- 


or liogun who yave the committee a care- 
ul review of the history of Lowell's water 
inpply. From 1872 until a few years ago, 
lie water supply of the city was obtiunw.1 
'rom the Merrimack river which contains 
.he sewage of ckies further north. 
Some 


,'ears ago, the water was examined by 
such an eminent authority as Prof. Shayler 
of the institute of Technology and they 
leclareil it to be so contaminated as to be 
.111 fit for domestic purposes. Then the city 
vent to work to obtain a better supply 
tnd after several tests succeeded in oliLain- 
ngn first class quality of water from the 
iivcr Meadow brook valley, by means of 
Iriven wells, getting a yield of -J.000,000 
gallons per day. They have since dug 
wells one mile and a half further up tliu 
)rook and from these will obtain H,01)0,000 
Callous per day. Thus they asked permis- 
sion in the petition to take this water.

incl charts described to the cunmiiUoc the 
.ocations and workings of the plans in 
detail. 


The remonstrants were represented by 
ree prominent citizens of Cheiusford, 


appointed 
by the 
town.

A. Bartlett and one or two others. 


They objected to the gianLiiig upon one 


ground only. The petition was too gen- 
eral to suit the town; they thought as it 
specified no particular pan of the town 
and by its grant the city of Lowe.ll would 
be privileged to take water from any land 
they chose. 


They would not object to the taking of 


water from the town provided the city 
confines itself to the River Meadow vaf- 
ley and the valley of the Concord river. 
The committee will report in a few days.

LAW POINTS NOT WELL TAKEN 


LAWYER APPEARS FOR SEVERAL 


LICENSE APPLICANTS. 


CInima That Fees in Jixcons ol 91000 Are 


Illegal nnd the Couin-issloners Give Tlielr 
Interpretation of the Law and llie Way it 
ia Observed Ju Oilier Places. 


The license commission held another 


meeting last evening, and heard a number 
of applicants for licenses. 
All applica_ 


tions are to be in on or before Saturday. 


The commissioners gave out that they 


will examine places where licenses are 
asked for, even if these places are not fixed 
up. If families are living in the places, 
they neetl not move out. 


The commission voted as follows: 
'"That all licensees except those holding 


licenses of the first aud fourth classes as in- 
holders and retail dealers in conjunction, 
be required to close permanently all en- 
trances to the licensed premises other than 
those from tbe public street or streets upon 
which said premises are situated, aud that 
it be so specified in the license in accord- 
ance with the first paragraph df section 
12 of chapter 100 of the Public'Statutes, 
aud furthermore shall require all' licensees 
to remove, any and all screens, bliuds shut- 
ters, curtains, partitions, 
or 
painted, 


ground, or stained glass windows, or any 
other obstruction which may interfere 
with a view of the interior of the licensed 
premises.1' 
During the session, last evening, Jerome 


F. Manning, Esq., representing some of 
the applicants, argued at length on a 
claim that the recent raise in the license 
fee of the first class above 31000 is illegal,1 
aud the other classes in proportion. He 
was reminded that some other cities are 
much 
higher 
than 
Lowell, especially 


Fitchburg, and the license commission 
succeeded to the powers of tlie board of 
aldermen in regard to licenses. 
The 


aldermen in the past years have fixed the 
fees and last year it was SHOO for a first, 
and SiiOO for a fourth class license. 


That did not alter facts, claimed Mr. 


Manning, as previous 
action of that 


character had been Illegal. 


His point was a technical one and rests 


on this basis; Section 11 of chapter 100 
of the public statutes, provided that a first 
class license fee. should not be less than 
S100, nor moce than S1000. and the other 
class€.s are fixed proportionately. 


In ":i-SS3. section 11 was amended so as 


to make the first class license fee not less 
than S1000. 
There was no maximum 


limitation named and iu many cities the 


nothing else to do, but he heard no new or fee has been fixed in excess of $1000. 
convincing reason for casting a vote to 
break up the domestic life, neither did he

.s repeal by implication, but only the 
:ourta should decide the matter. 


An examination of the various amend- 


ments in the acts and records of 1S04. and 
previous years shows that a repealing 
ilause has not been considered necessary 
when sections have been amended, only 
when a whole chapter has been changed 
or substituted or rendered obselete. 


Mr. Manning's technical point will not 


be likely "to cut any figure" with the com- 
missioners but should it, the actio'a o1 
licensing boards 
throughout the state 


would be upset.

The issue Is between 
he gold standard. Bold bonds aud bank cur- 
•ency, on tho one side, aud the bi-metallio 
itandnrd, no bonds aud government currency, 
in fche other. 


First—On this issue we declare ourselves to 


je unalterably opposed to tho single yold 
standard, and demand the immediate return 
.o the constitutional standard ol gold and sil- 
•er by the restoration by this government, in- 
dependently of any foreign power, oE the un- 
restricted coinage cf both silver and gold into 
standard money, at the ratio of 1G to 1, and 
upon terms of exact equality, tha silver coin to 
IB aTtdl legal tender, equally "with gold, for all 
debts and dues, pnbllo and private. 


Second—"We hold that the power to control 


,nd regulate a paper currency is inseparable 
from the power to coin money, and hence that 
all currency intended to circulate as money 
should be issued sud Its volume controlled by 
;he general government only, and should be 
egal tender only. 


Third—"We are unalterably opposed to the 


issue by the United States of interesfrbearmg 
jouds in time of peace and demand the pay- 
ment of all coin obligations of the United 
Suites, as provided by existing law, iu either 
gold or silver coin and at the option of the 
•overnment, and not at the option of the eredi- 
;or. 


On this issue we appeal from the dictation of 


the money power to the intelligence and pat- 
riotism of the American people.

companies this statement of principles, 
appealing to free silver men to break uway 
'rom the old parties, which are both alleged 
;o be dominated by the single gold stand- 
ard advocates, and to unite in the now 
party. The address concludes: 


Slbloy For President,

aggregate will closely approximate that 
sum. 


The permanent annual appropriations 


exceed $1011,000,000, so that the aggregate 
o£ the bills of the session jus,t closed will 
not be far from $500,000,000, including the- 
permanent appropriations. .'The aggre- 
gate of the several acts o£ the first session 
oC the Fifty-third congress was in excess 
of $191,000,000. 
The indications are that when the treas- 


ury deportment issues its digest of the ap- 
propriations mado at the session just 
closed, it vf 111 be found that the Fifty-third 
congress will have a sum total of not far 
from SI,000,000,000 to its credit. 


Tho Bi-Jletallluts. 


The following statement has been issued 


by the American Bi-Metallii; league of the 
issue, on which the new American bi- 
metallic party will organize: 


The money question is now indisputably the 


dominant issue in the United States, and will 
remain so until settled and settled rightly. 
Other questions, however important, must 
wait for this, which to a greater Q1. it,ss ex. 
tent involves all others. The issue is between 
the gold standard, gold bonds and tiaiik cur- 
rency, oil the one side, and the bi-metallic 
standard, no "bonds and government currency, 
on the other.' 
First—Ou this issue we declare ourselves to 


be unalterably opposed to the single said 
standard, and demand the immediate return 
to the constitutional standard of gold and sil- 
ver by the restoration by this government, in- 
dependently of any foreign power, of the un- 
restricted coinage of both silver mid gold into 
standard inonyy, at the ratio of 113 to 1, and 
upon terms of exact equality, the silver com to 
be n. full legal tender, equally with fold, for all 
debts and clues, public and private. 


Second—V,7*1 hold that tlie power to control 


and regulate a pupur currency is inseparable 
from the power to coin money, uiul hence that 
a] I currency intended to circulate us money 
should be issued md its volume controlled by 
tlie general government only, and should he 
legal tender only. 


Third—"We are unalterably opposed to the 


issue by the United States of interest-bearing 
honds in time o£ praice and demand the pay- 
ment of all coin obligations oE the United 
States, as provided by existing law. in either 
gold or silver coin and at the option of the 
government, and not at tbe option of the credi-. 
tor.On this issue \ve appeal from the dictation of 
the money power to the intelligence and pat- 
riotism oE the American people. 


A lengthy"'address to the people ac- 


companies this statement of principles, 
appealing to free silver men to brent away 
from the oldpartics, which are both alleged 
to be dominated by the single gold stand- 
ard advocates, and to uuilo in the now 
party. The address concludes: 


Slbley For President 


"If the conference had authority from 


the people to namo a candidate, for presi- 
dent it would name Joseph C. Sibley of 
Pennsylvania, but not having snch au- 
thority, ie can only suggest tho-name and 
invita expressions from tho peoplo by pe- 
titions, resolutions or otherwise, believing 
that nominations when made should re- 
flect in tha most direct manner the will of 
the people, uncontrolled by caucus ma- 
chinery or by professional politicians. 


A committee was appointed to select a 


provisional national committee, to consist 
of one member of each state and territory 
and the District of Columbia, to take 
charge of this movement In the several 
states and territories. It is understood 
that it is the desire of the league that a 
Republican should receive the nomination 
for Tice president.

TO LOWELL HAVING THE EIGHT 


TO TAKE LAND. 


Be Usurped If Granted 


"Without Itedresa on the Part 
of th- 


Town—Bill Hayi/B Spoaki Acalnst Wo- 
man Suffrage. 
A hearing was lield before the commit- 


tee on water supply at the state house yes- 
terday upon the petition of the City Of 
Lowell for leave to obtain additional wa- 
tur supply from the town of Chelmsford 
and to take land for such purpose. 
There 


were present City Solicitor Hogan who 
conducted the case for the city. City En- 
gineer Ilowers. Snpt. Thomas'of the'water 
works, .President, Brennan uud August 
I'"els of the water hoard. 


The hearing was opened by City Solici- 


tor Ilogan wl)o Have the committee a care- 
ful review of the history of Lowell's writer 
supply. 
From 187-i until a few years ago. 


tht! water supply of the city was obtained 
from the Merrirmick river which contains 
the sewage of cities fui'ther north. 
Some 


years ago, the water was examined by 
such an eminent authority as Prof. Shayler 
of the Institute of Technology and they 
declared it to be 30 contaminated as to be 
unfit for domestic purposes. Then tin; city 
went to work to obtain 
a, betlor supply 


and after several tests succeeded in obtain- 
ing a first class quality of water from the 
River Meadow brook valley, by means of 
driven wells, getting a yield of 2,500,000 
gallons per day. 
They have since dug 


wells one mile and a half furthei- up the 
brook and from these will obtain :J,OIJO,000 
gallons pei- day. Thus they asked permis- 
sion in the petition to take'this water. 


City Engineer Bowers by means of maps 


and charts described to the committee the 
locations and workings of the plans in 
detail. 


The remonstrants were represented by 


three prominent citizens of Chemsford, 
appointed 
by the town. 
They were 


Representative Snow, Mr. J'erhaui, C. E. 
A. Bartlett and one or two others. 


They objected to the granting upon one 


ground only. The petitfon was too gen- 
eral to suit the town; they thought as it 
specified no particular pan of the town 
and by its grant the city of Lowell would 
be privileged to take water from any land 
they ehose. 


They would not object to the taking of 


water from the town provided the city 
confines itself to the Kiver Meadow val- 
ley and the valley of the Concord river. 
The committee will report in a few days. 


City Solicitor Hogan is in Boston today 


at a hearing 
before the committee on 


railroads, on the petition of the Lowell i- 
Andover railroad to connect its tracks 
with those of the Lowell it Lawrence 
road at a point near Lawrence street. 
The ground covered by this petition has 
been gone over in THE Sax some time 
ago. 


It aims to have all passengers and 


freight between Lowell and Lawrence 
enter and leave by the Northern depot, 
and is a step towards the closing up of 
the Central street depot. 


Hayes on Woman's Suffrage. 


In the debate on the woman suffrage 


bill Kep. Hayes did not believe he was de- 
nying right or justice to women by voting 
against the bill. He agreed that some 
women do want the ballot., those who have 
nothing else to do, but be heard no new or 
convincing reason for casting a vote to 
break up the domestic life, neither did be 
believe that the soldier, for whom women 
did so much, is called upon to vote for the 
suffrage.

four members of the Massachusetts delega- 
tion retire, who will be greatly rniused in 
the next house, says the Globe. 


Three of those four men have occupied

members are Stevens, O'Xeil. Everett and 
Randall, and the three democrats are the 
men who will be missed more especially. 


While Mr. Stevens has been very little

A bill to create a board of police 1'or 


Lowell was favorably reported upon in the 
house of representatives this afternoon. 


It comes from the committee on cities, 


and is headed, "A net to place the con- 
trol of the police force under the license 
commission," and provides that on the 
passage of the bill the entire 
police 


force 
shall 
pass 
into 
the 
control 


of 
the 
present 
license 
commission 


the members of which shall continue in 
ollice, unless removed by the mayor for 
incapacity, neglect of duty or any other 
offence, and shall continue in such oflice 
without regard to the vote of the city on 
license; and in addition to their prese'ii^ 
duties they shall have the authority to ap- 
point, organize and establish 
a police 


force. 


The commission may make all rules for 


the regulation the police force, and all 
powers heretofore invested in the mayor 
and board of aldermen, will be herenfter 
vested in the board of police. 


Tbe members of the Lowell police board 


shall hold office until removed for cause, 
or until placed upon the retired ligt. 
The 


rules and regulations confirmed by the 
board of aldermen for the governing of 
the Lowell police force shall continue in 
force until otherwise ordered. 


The annual salary of the chairman of 


the board shall be not less than SOOO and 
of the other members not less than £SUU. 
"All the buildings and property used by 
the department at present oliall be Liirned 
over to the board, who shall give quarterly 
reports of the same and of the department 
under their control. 


The board shall not appoint a larger 


number of police, increase, or diminish the 
pay unless by concurrent nctiou of the city 
council and the board of police. 


The police board shall have the power 


to appoint a clerk who shall serve for six 
years at a salary of S5CKJ. 


The vacancies in said board shall be 


made by • appointment of. the. mayor of 
Lowell."

up. H families are living in the places, 
they need not move out. 


Tbe commission voted as follows; 
"That all licensees c^.cept those holding 


licenses of the first and fourth clai ses .ie in- 
holders and retail dealers in conjunction, 
be required to close permanently all en- 
trances to the licensed premises other than. - 
those from the public street or. streets upon.- 
which said premises are.siuiated. and that 
it be so specified in the license In accord- 
aiu'tf with tbe first paragraph 
of section 


V2. of chapter 100 of the Public Statutes 
and furthermore shall require all Kccnsec-a 
to remove any and all screens, blinds shut- 
ters, curtains, partitions, 
or 
painted, 


ground, or stained glass windows, or any 
other obstruction which 
may interfere 


with a view of the interior of the licensed 
premises." 
During the session, last evening, Jerome 


F. Manning, Esq., representing some of. 
the applicants, argued at length on a 
claim 1 hat the recent raise in the license 
fee of the first class above 31(100 Is illegal, 
and the other classes in proportion. 
Ho 


was reminded that some other cities arc 
much 
higher 
than 
Lowell, especially 


Fiichbnrg^ and the license commission 
succeeded to the powers of the board of 
aldermen in regard to licenses. 
The 


aldermen in the past years have fixed the. 
fees and last year it WHS SHOO for P. first, 
and 5-100 for a fourth class license. 


That did not alter facts, claimed 5Ir. 


Manning, as previous 
action 
of il at 


character had lieen illegal. 


His point was :i technical one and rests 


on this basis; Section !i of chapter 100 
of tlie public statutes, provided that a. first 
class license fee should not bo la«« than 
$100. nor more than SlflOO. :>nd the other 
classes are fixed proportionately.

Mr. Manning claims !hat as there wr.s 


no repealing cause (/'all lets ami pans of 
acts inconsistent herewith lire hereby re- 
pealed") following the amendment, .the 
original provision making ilUOU the maxi- 
mum limit still stands, an-J therefore fees- 
ill excess of tl:at are illegal. 


He was asken if the language of the 


amendment. ''Section II of chapter 100 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows" 
did not of itself constitute a repealincr 
clause in regard to previous provisions .of 
the section- 
He admitted that it might be couetrund 


as repeal by implication, but only the 
courts should decide the matter. 


An examination of the various amend- 


ments in the acts and records of 1S94, and 
previous years shows that.a repealing 
clause'uns'not been considered necessary 
when sections "have been amended, only | 
when a whole chapter has been changci 
or substituted or rendered obsolete. 


Mr. Manning's technical point will not 


be likely "to cunany figure"' with the com- 
missioners but should it, the action ol l 
licensing boards 
throughout the state 


would be upset.

eral deficiency bill, it is probable that the 
aggregate will closely approximate that 
num.

The permanent annual appropriations 


exceed $1011,000,000, so that tho aggregate 
of the bills of tho session just closed will 
not be far from $500,000,000, inclndlnp; the 
permanent appropriations. 
Tho aggre- 


gate of the several acts of the first session 
o( tho Fifty-third congress was in excess 
o£ $191,000,000. 


The indications are that when the treas- 


ury department issues Its digest of the ap- 
propriations made at the session just 
closed, it will bo found tlmt the Fifty-third 
congress will have a sum total of nob far 
from 81,000.000,000 to its credit. 


Tho Bi-HIetalUBta. 


The following statement has been issued 


by the American Bi-Metallic league of the 
issue on which the new American bi- 
metallic party will organize: 


The money question is now iiiui5putn.bly the 


dominant issue in tho United States, and will 
remain so until settled and settled rightly. 
Other questions, however important, must 
wait for thia, which, to a greater or less ex- 
tent involves tvll others. The issue is between 
the gold standard, sold bonds and bank cur- 
rency, 011 the one aide, and the bi-metallio 
standard, no bonds imd government currency, 
on the other. 
Firat—On this issue wo declare ourselves to 


be unalterably opposed to Che single Bold 
standard, and demand the immediate return 
to the constitutional standard of gold and sil- 
ver by the restoration by this Koveruiuent, in- 
dependently of any foreign power, oE the un- 
restricted coinage of both silver and gold into 
standard money, at the ratio of 10 to 1, and 
upon terms of exact equality, the silver coin to 
be a. full legal tender, equally with gold, for all 
debts mid dues, public ivnd private. 


Second—"We hold that tlie power to control 
and regulate a paper currency is inseparable 
from the power to coin money, and lienco that 
all currency intended to circulate as money 
should be issued and its volume controlled by 
the general government only, and should be 
legal tender only. 
Third—We are unalterably opposed to the 
issue by the United States of interest-bearing 
bonds in time o£ peace and demand the pay- 
ment oE all coin obligations of tho United 
States, OB provided by existing law, in either 
gold or silver coin and at tlie option of the 
government, and not at the option of the credi- 
tor.On this issue u-e appeal from thn dictation of 
the money power to the intelligence and pat- 
riotism of the American people. 


A lengthy address to the people ac- 


companies this statement of principles, 
appealing to free silver men to break away 
from the oldpnrties, which are both alleged 
to bo dominated by tho single gold stand- 
ard advocntes, and to unite in the uew 
party. The address concludes: 


SIbley For President.
